A YEESY interestiiitj discovery is report- 
e5 by Mr. Brogden, the well-know gold- 
Binith. In trenching some meadow land 
at Highbury, bis garden er has' dug up a 
vase containing nearly 7,000 silver coins, 
canaisting of silvet pennies (London, 
York, Middlesex, Bristol, and CaDters 
burj), groats and half groats, bairpennies, 
&c, (Irish and .Scotch, ; Venetian and 
foreign Teutonic), aud two igold coins of 
Edward III.; also 'an amber rosary. 
This treiisuro trove will of course be given 
np to the Crown. It appears' that the 
Knights nospitullera of St. John, Jerua- 
iilem were in possession /of tbe manor of 
High.bury, in uddllion''tb th« capital man- 
ner attached to tlieir hospital near Smith- 
flold, wliich extended from thence to the 
oxtremi'y of this puri-h.

The Affray between (he Hons. Smith
